Increases appeared during the 


tirst three-quarters, but the large decrease of 11,317 in December quarter reduced the increase to 
3,739 (as above). During the first quarter 1,587 more males than females were added to the popula- 
tion. For the second and third quarters, more females by 3,346 and 1,343 respectively were added, 
whereas in the last quarter, as already stated, there was a decrease—both males and females. The 


result is that the male population declined by 0.88 per cent. and females increased by 2.23 per cent.

The progress of natural increase was not 2 per cent., and the excess of births over deaths in 1915 
was less than in 1914 by 547—the first decrease during the last three years. 
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MIGRATION. 
The arrivals by sea declined by over 28 per cent. and departures increased by nearly 1 per cent. 
By land, arrivals increased by 27 per cent. and the departures by 27.75 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


During 1915 there were 6,141 marriages celebrated, which is an increase of 246 or 4.17 per cent. 
over 1914 and is the greatest number ever recorded in this State, While that is so, the proportion which 
the total marriages bear to the mean population is less than 1 per cent.—0.89. This figure, which 
previously appeared in the years 1883, 1884, 1885, and 1912, is, with exception of 1873—0.96—the 
highest proportion since 1867. Table V. of the Appendix shows the number celebrated in Registry

Queensland is in the fourth place this year, New South Wales and South Australia in first and 
second places respectively, and Victoria almost a tie with South Australia. On the average of the 
rates for the last five years, South Australia is in the first place, with New South Wales second, reversing 
the order of 1915, but Queensland kept her place. 


The number of marriages performed by registrars or justices duly authorised declined by 22 in 
1915. Brisbane Registry declined by 21, but there were increases in other places, namely—Balonne, 8; 
Cardwell, 10; whilst some increases appeared, notably, in Cairns, 10; Enoggera, 3; Mackay, 4; Oxley, 
9; Toowoomba, 5.

Marriages increased in 7 and decreased in 4 denominations (including those by law) on 1914 
figures. The largest increase was under “ Other Christian Sects” —75, or 34.49 per cent. of total 
increase. Other increases appeared in this order—Church of England, 26 per cent.; Baptist, 21.14 
per cent.; Lutheran, 15 per cent.; Roman Catholic, 14.23 per cent. ; Congregational 9 a5 cent. 
Methodist, Presbyterian, and Salvation Army marriages declined by 1, 16, and 3 respectively Hebrew 
marriages increased by 3. Most marriages took place during the fourth quarter of the your 632 
followed by second quarter, 1,610; third quarter, 1,560; first quarter, 1,339, foe 
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Thirty-one per cent. of the total marriages in the State were celebrated in Brisbane Registry 
District. Toowoomba followed with 6.25 per cent.; then Ipswich, 5.80 per cent.; Rockhampton, 5.47 
per cent.; and Enoggera, 5.08 per cent. Other districts had less than 300 marriages each.

Marriages of minors have increased over 1914 by 18 (boys), 66 (girls). Two boys of 16, 7 of 17, 
19 of 18, 72 of 19, and 127 of 20 years became husbands. 


Of husbands, 66.63 per cent. were between the ages of 21 and 29 years (both inclusive) ; 566 
was the highest number—at age 25. From ages 26 to 38 there was a constant decline in husbands, 
reaching to a difference of 75 in one year. From 39 to 52 the numbers were irregular, but none less 
than 11 at any one year. There were 4 husbands at 53 years and 13 at 54 years, after which no double 
figures appear. 


Of wives, about 45 per cent. (of total marriages) became so between the ages of 21 and 25 
years (both inclusive). 
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Between the ages of 14 and 18 years (inclusive) more than 9 per cent.—559 girls—became 
wives, and from 14 to 20 years inclusive, above 22 per cent.—or 1,369 girls—entered the nuptial state, 
so that up to the age of 25 (women) about two-thirds of the total marriages took place. As in 1914 
there were five wives, each of 14 years (two had husbands of 20 years and three at 22, 25, and 28 years 
respectively). A girl of 16 married a man of 54 years, proving that “crabbed age and youth could 


“live together’—at all events for a time. 

It has been stated that within the next few years there will necessarily be fewer marriages because 
of the wastage of men in the war. This might be so in Great Britain and in some of the old lands, but 
is not probable in Australia, as indications are not wanting that there will be an influx of immigration 
to these shores after peace has been declared. 

In the view, as stated above, of the probability of fewer marriages in the future (in the Old 
World) it was suggested as an excellent idea if English parents would adopt the French system of 
dowries for daughters or have them trained so that they would be enabled to earn their own living. 
At the present time woman in Australia has many chances and would, doubtless, be able to support 
herself, but after the war there may be many changes, and one of them would be that the marriage rate 
would considerably increase, especially in Queensland. 


There is no provision in the laws of this State for the registration of marriages abroad of members 
of the Australian Imperial Force and, as the Prime Minister has requested the Premier of Queensland 
to cause such to be made, a memorandum, as follows, was forwarded you (the word “ abroad” has 
been taken to mean anywhere outside the Commonwealth) :— 


“< WorEIGN Marriage Act, 1892.’ 


“ Upon referring to clause 10 you will notice that a return of marriages is to be made 
once a year to the Registrar-General in England through the Secretary of State. 


“As some members of the Australian Imperial Forces might be married in England, 
I would suggest that the Registrar-General there be requested (by the Prime Minister, of 
course) to supply the Commonwealth Minister of Defence with a certified copy, under 
his seal, of each and every such marriage in England and abroad, including those Imperial 
Force marriages (if any) in the British lines (see Clause 22, ‘Foreign Marriage Act’), and a 
similar request should be made to the Registrars-General in Scotland and Ireland re Australian 
Imperial Force members (if any) married in their countries. The Defence Department in 
Australia would then forward such sealed copies to the Registrars-General of the States in 
which the respective soldiers enlisted. 


“In order that such marriages could be legally recognised in Queensland, it would be 
necessary to pass a short Enabling Bill, authorising the Registrar-General of Queensland to 
receive and register these certified copies of marriages.” 


The mean age at marriage in 1915 was—all husbands, 28.21; bachelors, 27.43; all wives, 24.68; 
spinsters, 23.92. 


Taking women’s ages, 67.20 per cent. of total marriages took place at 25 years and earlier as 
against 67.80 per cent. for similar ages in 1914. Ag regards men, for same ages the proportions were 
41.91 and 41.51 per cent. respectively. Between the ages of 16 and 45 years, both inclusive, the 
proportions are—men, 96.61 (5,933); women, 98.24 (6.033). The number of spinsters who marry does 
not vary much from year to year. Men chose more spinsters in 1915. The difference between bachelors 
and spinsters in 1915 was 3.51 against 3.92 in 1911. Nearly 20 per cent. of husbands married wives 
older than themselves—mostly by a year—but nearly 37 per tent. chose wives youriger by 5 or more 


years.

There were 12,282 persons married during 1915, of whom 5,839 (or 251 more than in 1914) were 
bachelors—I4 in excess of spinsters—who bestowed their names upon 5,606 spinsters, 216 widows, and 
17 divorced women. ‘Two hundred and eighty widowers solaced themselves with 199 spinsters, 77 
widows, and 4 divorced women, the last figure being the same as 1914. Spinsters and widows favoured 
20 and 2 divorced men respectively. As in 1914, there was no record of divorced men marrying divorced 
women.

Twenty-six dissolutions were granted in 1915, 3 less than in 1914 and 5 less than 1913, which 
held the record since 1904 ; 43 divorcees (22 men, 21 women) remarried—2 more than in 1914—or nearly 
83 per cent. of the number released by divorce. The number of divorcees remarrying has increased in 
five years, and in 1915 nearly doubled that in 1911. 


MARRIAGES OF ILLITERATES. 

From the above figures there is evidence that elementary education has progressed during the 
last five or six years, as the proportion of those signing the certificates by “mark” has decreased 
considerably. 

If the number of uneducated coloured persons was omitted from the calculation, the proportion 
of others signing marriage certificates by “mark” would be materially reduced, the actual percentage 
being then 0.19 instead of 0.54.

Of these 192 were twin births and 1 case of triplets—all females—in the fourth quarter at Ipswich. 
Curiously enough, the number of twin births was exactly the same as occurred in 1914, although there 
was a great difference in the sex of the children born in the two years. 


MORBIDITY AND MORTALITY. 

A factor that, in my opinion, contributes unduly to the death rate of Queensland and, I suppose, 
the same applies to several other Australian States, is the unfortunate necessity of having large encamp- 
ments of soldiers, amongst whom, although every known medical precaution has been taken, epidemics 
frequently break out that sometimes puzzle the doctors themselves. This was in evidence by the outbreak 
of cerebro-spinal meningitis which took a good hold before the medical men were able to diagnose it 
definitely, and before preventive measures could be adopted. Another epidemic that has contributed 
a large number of deaths in these encampments was measles, but this might be sometimes caused by the 
indiscretion of the patient in exposing himself to the chance of a relapse or to the change made by the 
necessary exposure in a camp as opposed to the comforts of living in a sheltered home. 

After due deliberation of all the eminent doctors and physicians of the present age, the Bertillon 
system of classification of causes of death has been adopted in most countries, the main reason being 
that mortality statistics of the various countries are now comparable. Medical men in their professional 
career often overlook the fact that to cause deaths to be correctly tabulated they themselves are the 
principal offenders by issuing certificates that frequently contain two or more fatal causes but do not 
definitely state which actually caused death, thus leaving the classification entirely to the discretion of 
the tabulator. In cases of deaths by accident, also, the certificates frequently contain technical terms 
which in themselves are, doubtless, correct, but the classification is rendered impossible without the 
primary cause, such as—* kicked by horse,” “run over by tram,” &c., &c., being inserted. The term 
“heart failure,” so frequently inserted, is useless for classification.

It is noticeable that both the number of cases treated and the resultant deaths in the various 
public hospitals are largely on the increase notwithstanding the easier circumstances of the bulk of the 
population. In 1915, 35,685 cases, of whom 2,417 died, were recorded, an increase on 1914 of 3,889 
cases and 357 deaths. 

Passing by General Diseases, the Digestive System accounted for 5,154 cases, 344 deaths ; 
Violence, 4,421 cases, 155 deaths; Respiratory system, 3,880 cases, 300 deaths ; and the Genito-Urinary 
System, 2,799 eases, 226 deaths. Of the General Diseases, Typhoid Fever occupied first place with 
1,291 cases, 132 deaths, followed by Rheumatism, 1,103 cases, only 5 of which terminated fatally.

: From the above table it will be seen that 17.06 per cent. of deaths were under 1 year, 7.25 
between 1 and 5 years, 6.15 between 5 and 20 years, 16.02 between 20 and 40 years, 20.00 between 40 
and 60 years, and 33.36, 60 years and upwards; 0.16 per cent. of the ages of persons who died were not 
supplied on certificates, mostly relating to coloured persons or remains found in the bush, &c.

This, I think, must be considered satisfactory, as the largest public institutions of the 


State for the treatment of the sick are contained within its area and people are prone to come to the 
large centres, where they receive the most up-to-date treatment it is possible to obtain, besides which 


the military camps and hospitals helped to increase the metropolitan death rate.

Congenital Debility, Premature Birth, &c.—This relates to infants only, and appears to be on the 
increase. Last year 494 deaths were returned, an increase on 1914 figures of 105. 

Cancer, all kinds, came fourth on the list and claimed 443 victims, exactly the same number as 
recorded for 1914. This fell disease is on the up-grade, for in 1911 the number of deaths was 398. 
Various reasons are assigned for this, but it is most probable that better medical diagnosis is more 
responsible for the increase than the figures actually show. The following table gives in detail the ages 
at death and part of body affected, but no part of the body is immune to its attack. 

No reason can be assigned for a person contracting this disease, whether through eating certain 
food, smoking or drinking, and thousands of pounds are spent annually in search of a specific cure, 
which, up to the present, has not been found.

Of the total deaths 275, or nearly 72 per cent., were residents of the State for 20 and more ae 
and only 11 had a residence of under 1 year, so that proves that the greater number of cases recorde 
were contracted within the State. 


Senile Debility was responsible for 402 deaths last year, an increase on 1914 of 15. This, as its 
name implies, is a disease of the very old and is used by doctors when they are uncertain what organic 
disease exists, yet the organs are so weak that the patient simply fades away. 

The preceding table shows the principal causes of deaths of old persons 75 years of age and - 
upwards, 

One thousand and eighty-five deaths of old persons are tabulated above, an ‘increase on 1914 
of 253. Senile debility heads the list with 291 deaths, followed by organic diseases of the heart, 175 ; 
acute and chronic bronchitis, 87; cancer, all kinds, 58. ; 

Bright's Disease—Although this disease has been steadily on the increase, yet the figures for 
1915—296—show a reduction of 5 on those for 1914.
